Rejoins Navy After Six Years 
In New Zealand. 


Hong Kong boxing fana will be 
interested to learn that “Rattler” 
Morgan, who served here with 
the Royal Navy as a Stoker Petty 
Officer on H.M.S. Hawkins, is 
gack on the China Station as a 
Chief Petty Officer on  H.M.S.

piers, approach any of such 
portions of the seawatl. 


LEGAL DOCUMENTS. 


: Attesting Signatures 
for Britain, 


Owing to difficulties which 
have arisen in connection with 
the attestation of signatures to 
documents executed in the Col- 
onies, and required for use in 
Britain or elsewhere, it is notified 
in the Government Gazette:— 

That persons who may have 
occasion to send certificntes, 
powers, of attorney, judicial 
acts or other documents for 
legal use in the United King- 
dom, should have these docu- 
ments authenticated in the 
Colony, either by the Governor 
or by a Notary Publie duly 
authorised ‘and practising in 
the Colony. Except in special 
cases the authentication should 
be by a Notary Public. 

In cases where the docu- 
ments are intended to be used 
in foreign countries, the parties 
should have the documents 
authenticated in the Colony, 
either by the Governor or by a 
Notary Public. In the latter 
ease, the certificate of the 
Notary Public should be 
authenticated by the Consular 
Representative of the Country 
in which it is intended to use 
the document, or, if there is no 
such Consular Representative 
in Hong Kong, the notarial at- 
testation ‘should be authen- 
ticated by the Governor.

The young bride who in, her 
own home [s no more than one of 
many, finds herself In Penang 
and Ipoh and Kuala Lumpur what 
is the equivalent of being a mem. 

Sho ia 
definitely of the rullng class, 

She has a large and wide- 
verandahed ‘house.. SHe had o 
large ataf® of servants over 
whom she has complete con- 
trol. She does not live, 
as her mother docs, In 
terror of her cook and. maids. 
She can discharge’ an entire staff 
at breakfast in the certainty of 
being able to replace it in time 
for tif_in. She has to do practi- 
cally no work. Sho gives tho 
vaguest of orders In the morning 
knowing that if she brings four 
people back to dinner after a 
pahlt party her Malay cook will 
provide a meal for them at o 
moment’s notice with equanimity.

So far from belng a side-show In 
Malaya women play a far more Im 
portant ‘pare. below the surface of 
things than tiey do In Britain. 
Husband and wife are more ‘depen: 
dent on each other's companionship 
than they are at home and the 
mental balance of the happily mar- 
ried man ja much greater than that 
of the bachelor or grass widowor. 
This may be true of all countrica 
but It fa Intensified to seventy. 
times-seven in aclimate such as 
thia which imposes o severe nervous 
Strain, If we look back on the cases 
of tragedy which occur frém time 
to thme and are the more regrettab!o 
hot they nra often caused by no 
outside circumstances of any Im- 
Portance, we -ahall find. almost cer- 
tainly that they do not happen to 
a man whose wife is with him, 

The depression which seems to 
creep out of the jungle at sunset jn 
the tropica fs a very rent thing. 
There {ga nothing quite comparable 
to jt im Britain. “You may be lonely 
in a crowd in London but It will not 
be the lonclincss of a man” gure 
rounded by a crowd of another raco 
than hia awn. 

A Man's Career. 

The personality of a wife hero 
has far more influence on her hus- 
band’s career than it has in Britain. 
The woman who makes herself the 
scandal of a London suburb hag no 
effect on her husband's chances of 
Promotion, his London directors 
nalther know nor care about his 
domestic affairs; but the woman 
who makes a public nuistace of 
herself fn Malaga fs damning her 
husband'a future. Even the inno- 
cently stupid woman who males 
enemies from ignorance ‘can do 
harm. When a declsion has to be 
made between claimants of equal 
merit, the job will go almost in- 
avitubly to him whose wife knows 
how to adapt hereelf to. social con- 
dittons, 

Physical Health. 


This, however, is “only part of 
woman's exaggerated Importance . 
here, -If she can make or mar her 
husband’s «omental = health, what 
about his physlenl condition? A 
bachelor in Britain can’ live vory 
comfortably In an hotel or Club, or 
cared for by o house-keeper, and 
nover take thouxht for his health 
save ty taka exerclac; ha knows 
nothing about “tho eternal vigil- 
ance which is the price of peace” 
and good ‘health in tho Kast. Mr. 
Beverley Nécholla probably imagin- 
ed that the “Malay” cook dorved-up 
oxcellont meals on his own initla- 
tlve and without supervision, Ho 
did not realiso tho uttor lack of 
cleanliness and disregard of the 
meat olivinus of sunitary rules which 
obtain in the Malayan’ kitchen 
without perpotual cara and attention 
from the employer.

JACK LONDON LIVED WITH 
CHARACTERS HE CREATED. 
“Tho man who lived.” This 

plirase, the English cquivalent of 
a name given ta Jack London by 
his Hawaltan admirers, is com- 
pletely expressive of one of 
America’s best known and most 
vivid writers, The whole sccrot of 
London's stories is the fact that 
their author wrote from personal 
knowledge of his subjects and‘ to 
gain that knowledge he apent many 
years at sen and poking about In 
odd corners of the globe, 

Born in San Francisco in 1876, 
his muscular prowess and Incor- 
rigible desire for adyenture often 
ted him Into questionable but ex- 
citing company. Cruising about 
San Francisco bay with fish pirates 
nnd other dublous acquaintances 
gavo him a craving for the sea, and 
he shipped on a small trading 
veasel to Alnska.

SAFETY, GLASS. 


Lessens Ahnual Toll 
of Injuries. 


(By L. A. Miller, President of 
Willys-Overland, Ine.] 

For many yonrs the burden of 
providing safety in motor card 
rested largely with tho motorlat 
but the past few years have seen the 
automobile manufacturor golng to 
extraordinary meana to glve tho 
driver and pnasongot tha utmost 
safety In travel. r 

For cxample, tho adoption of 
four-wheel brakes has cntlroly re- 
placed tho two-wheel type with a 
reault that tho drivor is enabled ta 
drive at greater speeds, yot at all 
times have his car undor absolute 
control In the ovont a sudden stop 
ia required to rvold an accldent. 

Tho low centre of gravity of tho 
modorn motor car js another fac- 
tor which hns provided additional 
driving safety. 

But it is doubtful {f any safoty 
device can be compared with tho 
use of non-shatterable glass, which 
in a diatinguishing mark of tho 
modern ear. Making this typo of 
anfety glass available represents 1 
new kind of insurance that sbso- 
lutely protects the driver against 
injury from flying glass fragments, 

Considerntion of the tremendous 
national death and accidont toll in 
motor vehicle accidents and ‘tho 
large percentage of thoso thnt aro 
Injured from flying glass in such 


accidents, glvos dramatic proof of 
the Importance of this addition to 
porsonal safoty. 

Survoya that have been conduct- 


ed by insurance companies and in+ 4 


quires. at rocolving wards in 
numerous hospitals disclosc that 
more than 60 per cent. of all por- 
sons Injured Jn, motor accldenta 
recoive thelx wounds from shatter- 
ed or flying glass, This moans that 
{€ nil motor cnra were completely 
cquipped in, windshield and all 
windows with snfoty glass, tho toll 
of Injured would bo reduced to 40 
per cont. of the-prosent number. 

‘ More than 32,000. persons met 
death through motor vehicle ac- 
cldents In 1980, while those Injured 
{n that camo porlod fell just short 
of one million, Of those fatally 
Injured, many met thelr death 
through cuts suffered from flying 
glass. 

And the car buylng public fs de- 
manding this type of protection. 
Thia is evident in our own sales of 
1931 Willys and Willys-Knight cars. 
These new models were introduced 
{n January with safety glass avail- 
able in windshields and all win- 
dows of every model from tho 
highert to the lowest prico, at 
slight extra coat.

MOSTLY SOAP. 


Take Care to Get Reliable Chassis Lubricant. 


[By Frank B. Killian, Chief Automotive Engineer, Vacuum Oil Co.] 


Soap has only one proper func- 
tion In connection with the opora- 
tion of an automobile, and that is, 
to bo used fn washing the car. 
Yet finny a motorist has a large 
quantity of soap, coloured with 
Nght of! and sold as common yel- 
low grease, Introduced into delicate 
working parts of his car ovory 
year. 

Ho should no more think of 
lubricating important parts of his 
ear with these substances than with 
ordinary laundry soap. But every 
time he drives into a service atatlon 
nnd subjects hia car to “Just a 
shot of grease,” he runs this risk. 

‘How Care Grow Old. 

There is only one practica) way 
to bo snfe, and that {fs to insist on 
a sultable lubricant manufactured 
by some experienced and reliable 
maker, such as Mobilgrease, apeci- 
ficully made for the part of the car 
in which {t Is to be employed, and 
containing a very high proportlon 
of oi] especially designed and 
nuinufactured for the work it hag 
to do. 

Squeaks and rattles are the frat 
sign that a car fs getting old. Thoy 
come from the chassis’ parts, yet 


"Ithe average automobile operator 


pays little attention to many Im- 
portant points of chassis lubricu- 
tion, 

The motor may still be sound, 
and good for tens of thousands of 
milea, but ft is with respect to 
such too-often-neglected parts 49 
the spring shacklo ping and bush- 
ings, where nolses frat mako them- 
selves heard, that the car passes 


from a new, tight, quiet operating. 


unit into a rattling squeaky piece 
of machinery. 

Considernble research through- 
out the automotive as well as 
petroleum Industry has accurately 
determined that products properly 
manufactured for lubricating tho 
gpring ahackle bearings and ping 
Inst nine times ag long as common 
yellow grensos widely employed. 
Inventive skill has only reeontly 
made « product of this quality 
possible, for it $a to bo remember- 
ed that a good grease, like good ofl, 
js made, ‘not found. Examination 
of a product like Mobilgrease will 
show it to consist largely of high 
quality heavy lubricating ofl— 
hence its greater value. What is 
equally important, it stays in the 
bearings. 

The time whon necesgary changes 
from winter to spring oils aro 
being mado in the crankcase ond 
transmission js the convenient timo 
to attend to the other lubrication 
needs of the car. ; 
Steering Geare Bear The Bumps,: 

Few motorists realize that the 
ports enclosed in tho steering gear 
housing bear the brunt of prossuro 
produced by turning and the Im- 
pact of the wheels on bumps and 
ruts, conditions mado all the harder 
by winter driving. With the use 
of balloon tyres, considerable 
pressures are built up on theso 
gears, and spectal lubricants aro 
required for them. 

The steering gear housing should 
be flushed with kerogene, permitted 
to drain, and a full supply of lubri- 
cnnt to fill the housing applied. 
In many astcering gears it {a Im- 
portant to avoid not only common 
arense, but anything other than 
Iubricants specifically indicated by 
the of] manufacturer who has 
made a thorough enginecring study 
of automotive operation. 

Tho drag Ink ball joints and tio 
rod ball joints, an well as the stcer- 
ing knuckle pins should bo propor- 
ly lubricated by o pressure dfs- 
pensing system. These parta are 
generally equipped with pressure 
connections, and care should be 
taken to sce that a supply of the 
proper lubricant {8 thoroughly dip- 
tributed to all bearings. 


If any of the pina or the bush- 
Ings have become clogged with im- 
proper lubricants thoy should be 
eleancd out, evon if {t ia necessary 
to removo them to do so, and then 
n correct lubricant should bo ap- 
plied. 3 


The Water Pump. 


Another point in tubrication too 
often neglected by tha averngo car 
ownor Js the water pump ahaft 
bearing and. packing. Largaly 
upon tha uso of a propor Iubricant 
in these parts dopends tho reton- 
tion of water In the circulation 
system, 

Grensen that mix readily with 
water, as most grenses do, and 
wash away from tho boarings must 
bo' avoided, and only groasoa 
aspecially manufactured to resist 
the washing action of water should 
bo employed. A proper’ grenso will 
lubricate correctly and at the samo 
timo afford n good: sen! against 
water washing action, and main- 
tain this seal over long periods of 
operation. . 

Front wheel lubrication is a 
simpler matter. Properly manu- 
factured lubricants for this pur- 
pose are designed to withstand tho 
frictional temporatures In these 
bearings, a8 well os heat trans- 
mitted from the brakes. Tho bear- 
ings on the wheel spindles should 
be well packed and a small addi- 
tional supply ahould be placed in 
the hub barrel. : 

Again, common yellow greases 
should be avolfed. They readily 
dehydrate and oxidize—that is, 
harden in service, leaving .tho 
bearings, in many instances, dry. 
Examination of the old gronae will 
show tho motorist what has hap- 
pencd to common yellow grease. 


Use Oll Can, 


Many othor pofnta require re~ 
gular attention with light oll from 
an off can, Small bearings on tho 
generator take only a fow drops. 
Clevia pins on tho brakes, and 
their actuating mechanism, should 
be similarly supplied. The ends of 
the rods connecting the spark and 
throttle levers .on the steering 
wheel with tho distributér and 
cnrbuurettor should have attentlon. 
Likewiso, the fan shaft bearings 
should be supplied regularly with 
Anbricant—properly manufactured 
greaso if they ara equipped with 
compression grease cups, or chassis 
lubricant, if they have a pressure 
aonnection. 

- It'should be borno in mind that 
priox to successful summer opecra- 
thon of a car all parts throughout - 
the chassis should bo gone over by 
u compotont automotive mechanic 
and properly tightened and any 
worn parts ronewed. 


A few hours spent In this work 
will produco many thousands of 
miles of plonsant, ‘efficfont opera- 
tion. Tho avernge car operator 
gives little attention to the tyre 
rims and removable wheels. If the 
parts are cleaned of rust and 
covered with a light coating of 
graphite grense, cnsy and prompt 
changes can be made on tho road. 

Tho approach of Summor makes 


ndvisable particular attention to 
propor servicing of the battery. 
Another Important cons{deration 
in the operation of cars {s to aco 
that the wheels are kept In proper 
alignment. Up-to-date service 
atation ore equipped with special 
gauges for this purpose. Wheels 
out of alignment mean high ox- 
pense resulting from tyre wear, in 
many instances also enuaing Incor- 
rect. astcering action, Regular 
fnapections of.the steering gear 
and linkage will save mony dollars 
for tho car owner and result in 
greator comfort during its opera- 
tion, :

Closing of tho Tenth Natlonal : 


Street ond Highway Safety Cam- 
paign, conducted in olomentary 
nehoola throughout tho United 
States by the Higtiway Education 
Board, was marked by ‘the an- 
nouncement In Washington = that 
moro than 700,000 pupils as well as 
thousands of teachers hod purticl- 
pated. The campaign is enrried out 
in public and private schools 
throughout the nation and ite ter- 
ritorial pgssesaions and is open to 
pupils between the ages of 10 and 
14 yoars, and to all elementary 
schoo! teachers. Prizes aggrogating 
$6,000 are offered to successful 
competitors and these have added 
much to the Intercet aroused. 
Strong Backing. 

Since the Inauguration of this 
annual snfety project in the school- 
year 1921-22, it has had the backing 
of the Natlonat Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce, an association of 
nvtomobilo manufacturers, as well 
ag the active co-operation of stato 
highway departments and state, 
municipal and other school authorl- 
ties who asaist in every way pos- 
sible in making the campaign suce 
cessful. Each year haa witnessed 
an Increase in the number of parti- 


cipants, 200,000 pupils taking part | 


in the first cnmpaign, and this 
number growing by approximately 
50,000 each suceeeding year. 

That safety cducation in tho 
schools has achieved remarkable re- 
nults in the United States his now 
become 1 solf-evident’ fact and 
those who originally opposed the in- 
corporntion of safety Instruction in 
the curricula of the sohools are now 
ardent supporters of thia spreading 
movement, The proportion of fatal 
automobile accidents —_ involving 
school children during the past ten 
years hos shown 4 atendy decrease 
as ‘compared to the total number of 
such fatalities, while in the year 
1028 -the number of child fatalities 
was actually decreased aa compared 
tu 1927. 

Effective Results. 

Another outstanding - comparison 
showing tho effective results of 
wiufety education fs obtained by 
exatnination of tho records for 1922 
and those of 1930, These show 
that the annual number of autome- 
bile fatalities to adults during the 
jatter year had increased by almoat 
250 per cent. sbove the number in 
1922, while the number of elrild 
{utalities showed an increase of but 
slightly more than 26 per cent, over 
the former year, 

The campaign Itself is divided 
into two contests, an esaay com. 
petition for puplla who are required 
to write an easny of 600 words on 
a given tople relating to street and 
highway safety, and a lesson cone 
test for teachers who submit Jossons 
stressing 0 particular phase of high- 
way aafety. First, second and third 


S| prizes are provided for cach state 


in the essay contest and eubsequent- 
ly the best essays are enterad In ao 
national competition In which three 
prizes are awarded, First is a trip 
to Washington, the natlonal capital, 
with all expenses pald, at which 
time the winner Is presented with a 
gold watch. Second and third 
prizes consist of gold watches. 

In the anfety lesson contest for 
teuachera, certificates of honour are 
awarded to those submitting the 
best lesson in each state and thyir 
papera are then entered in a 
national competition in which first 
prize ja also a trip to Washington, 
put instead of receiving a pold 
wateh the teacher is presented with 
a cheque for $500. Second and third 
prizes consist of cheque for $300 
and $200 respectively, ‘These sub- 
stantial prizes have aroused a keen 
interest in the campaign and the 
number of compititors each year 
has increased steadily. 

Allocation of Prizes. 

All prizes in the campaign are 
donated by the National Automoblie 
Chamber of Commerce, The total 
number of Stale prizes for pupils 
during the campaign just closed 
ugetggated 430, belny diatributed 
ncarding to the school population 
of the vurlous states. Each State oT) 
entitled to one first prize, conaist- 
ing of a gold medal and  choque 
for $15; one necond = prize 
conalsting of a silver medal 
and a cheque for $10; 
and at least one third prize, con- 
stating of a bronze medal and a 
cheque for $6. Som of the amaller 
States have been jotted but one 
third prize, but such states as 
Now York, and othera having large 
numbers of school children, recelve 

greater number of third prizes. 

Papers and manuscripts cubmit- 
ted In the State competitions are 
generally graded by the chicf 
educational official of tho Stato, or 
committecn appointed by these offt- 
elals. Tho winning papers are then 
sent. to the Highway Education 
Board and the national judges are 
named. These judges are. porsons 
of nntional roputation and generally 
are chosen from among educatore, 
buainesa mon and government ofl-

Under the heading: “Bri- 
tish Empire's Lead,” — the 
Dally | Telegraph says: “A dif- 
ficult and anxtous situation will 
be-eased not less morally than’- 
temporally by the action which 
the British and Dominion Gov- 
ernments have taken {in regard 
to German reparation payments | 
falling duo on Wednesday next. 

“The Empire Governments 
have now expressed their strong 
sense of responalbility by direct 
and rapid action in bringing to 
fruition the American proposal” 

Text of the Letter, 

A letter has been addressed 
by the Treasury to the President 
of the Bank of International 
Settlements stating that the Gov- 
ernments in Great Britain, Aus- 
tralia, Canada,’ New Zealand, 


South Africa and India have ac- 
cepted in principle the proposal 
made by President Hoover for 
the suspension of Inter-Govern- 
mental payments, including re- 
paration payments, falline due 
from July 1, 1981, to June 30, 
1932. - Oe 

“Ags you are aware certain ont- 
standing questions as regards the 
method of giving effect to Pre- 
sident Hoover’s proposal remuin 
to be settled by the Governments 
concerned. In the meantime the 
monthly inatalment of the Ger- 
man annuity falls due on July 16, 
but even if the German Govern- 
ment were inn position to trans- 
fer this instalment, to demand it 
would be manifestly inconsistent 
with the acceptance in principle 
of President Hoover's proposal. 
The above-mentioned’ Govern- 
ments have, therefore, decided to 
refrain in so far as they are con- 
cerned from claiming any pay- 
ment in respect of the instal- 
ments of both unconditional and 
conditional annuity falling due on 
July 16 without prejudice to the 
rights of bond-holders of the 
Germnn external loan, 1924, 
and the German Government 
BY per cent, international loan, 
1930, and on the underatanding 
that the terms and conditions of 
the auspenafon of this payment 
and of the eventual transfer of the 
amount suspended will be those 
agreed upon hereafter for giving 
effect to Mr. Hoover’s proposal.

Archdoncon 
Turner observed that only a milo 
sepnrated the churches. “The 
Church of England," he said, “will 
have to adopt the method of County 
Educatlon Committees with their 
school children, and collect people, 
aa there are not enough clergymen 
to go round.” 

On being told that there was no 
public-house at, West Worldham, 
and that people walked cithor to 
Selborne or East Worldham (a 
nile away) ~ for thefr beer, the 
Archdeacon ‘sald, with some spirit, 
“There you are: people will walk 
a mile for beer, but not for wor- 
ship.
